Thr  Int/iftli’r  (.cnftol,  the  first 
show  of  the  Mask  and  Rapier 
Dramatic  Society  for  the  l‘i54-55 
season,  will  lie  given  on  December

Hull. 

The  play  concerns  several  rather 
un.snvory  public  olRcinls  in  a small 
Russian  town.  When  word  coniC' 
from  the  capital  that  a govern- 
ment orticial.  traveling  incognito, 
is  about  to  make  a tour  of  inspec- 
tion, everyone  from  the  mayor  to 
the  health-commissioner  is  atTcclcd. 

All  of  the  officials,  it  seems,  have 
been  taking  bribes  in  one  form  or 
another  and  must  cover  their  faults 
or  lose  their  jobs,  and  perhaps 
their  heads. 

Calamitou.s  Confusion 
At  the  same  time,  staying  at  the 
village  inn,  an  itinerant  playboy 
from  St.  Petersburg  is  mistaken  by 
the  town  gossips  for  the  govern- 
ment inspector.  When  the  mayor 
and  others  pay  a visit  to  him  to 
see  what  kind  of  a fellow  he  is  and 
if  he  will  accept  bribes  from  them, 
he  thinks  they  have  come  to  arrest 
him  for  non-payment  of  debts. 
Calamitous  confusion  results. 

Gogol's  Satire 

Although  the  play  was  written 
by  Nikolai  Gogol  in  1836.  it  is  still 
an  excellent  production  for  today’s 
stage  because  of  its  brilliant 
satire.  The  stoiy  might  well  have 
taken  place  in  any  country  at  any 
time. 

The  members  of  the  Dramatie 
Society  are  hoping  for  the  support 
of  the  student  body  in  their  initial 
undertaking,  so  if  you  cannot  be  a 
part  of  the  show  itself,  at  least 
try  to  be  part  of  the  audience.

Evening  School 
Enrollment  Up 

The  Evening  College  reports  its 
enrollment  is  the  largest  in  the 
history  of  the  school.  There  is  a 
total  of  744  students  this  year. 

A number  of  day  school  students 
have  been  attracted  by  specialized 
courses  offered  in  the  Evening 
Division.  Some  are  getting  credits 
in  education  so  that  they  will  be 
qualified  to  teach  after  they  gradu- 
ate. Others  are  taking  courses  in 
such  fields  as  juvenile  delinquency, 
international  relations  and  ad- 
vanced psychology. 

A total  of  eighty-two  courses 
is  being  offered  this  year.  There 
are  fifty-one  teachers  on  the  fac- 
ulty. More  than  half  the  students 
are  working  toward  degrees. 
Others  are  just  taking  individual 
courses.  Women  account  for  thirty 
per  cent  of  the  enrollment;  veterans 
twenty-five  per  cent.

School  in  AViisliingtoii,  he  enrolled 
in  Georgetown,  graduating  mm 
/miJr  from  the  University  in  192(1. 
He  then  entered  the  Society  of 
Jesus  at  St.  Andrew'.s  Novitiate, 
Poughkeepsie.  N.Y. 

As  a Jesuit  scholastic  he  taught 
Latin  and  English  at  Fordham 
Prep.  New  York.  Hi.*  years  of 
study  in  Philosophy  and  Theology 
were  .spent  at  Woodstock  College, 
Woodstock,  Md.,  where  he  was  or- 
dained in  1937  by  the  late  Arch- 
bishop Michael  J.  Curley. 

tVaa  Doan  of  Evening  School 
Father  IVise  served  a.s  Dean  of 
Freshmen  at  Georgetown  from 
1939  til  1943.  After  taking  his  doc- 
torate in  cdueution  in  1946  at 
Fordham,  where  he  wrote  his 
thesis  on  "The  Nutuic  of  the  Lib- 
eral Arts",  he  cuiue  to  Baltimore. 
At  Loyola,  ns  Dean  of  the  Evening 
School,  he  organized  the  graduate! 
program  in  education, 

In  the  period  following,  prior 
to  his  return  lo  Loyola  in  1953,  he 
-served  as  Dean  of  Studies  at  the 
University  of  Scranton  ami  later 
taught  Religion  nl  the  Georgetown 
School  of  Foreign  Service. 

Now  back  nt  Loyola.  Father  Wise 
i‘  Professor  of  Religion  and  of 
Education  in  the  Day  and  Evening 
College,*  respectively. 

Governor's  Commis.sion 
Aside  from  these  full  time  obli- 
gations he  h.is  become  well  known 
in  educational  circles  in  the  city 
and  state.  Proof  of  this  is  the  fact 
that  he  gave  the  address  to  the 
graduating  class  lust  year  at  the 
State  Teachers  College  in  Towson. 
lie  also  represents  Fr.  .Murray  on 
the  Governor's  Commission  on 
Higher  Education  in  Maryland. 

One  of  his  chief  interests  is  an 
equalization  of  the  .Md.  State 
Scholarship  Program  so  that  schol- 
arship holders  can  choose  Loyola 
a.*  well  as  nny  other  approved  col- 
lege in  the  slate.  The  present  pro- 
gram is  antiquated  and  unjustly 
limited  to  just  a few  colleges,  in 
his  opinion.
